Dear Secretary Hobbs: 

Today I signed H.B. 2758. 

While this is an important and necessary step to ensure that Arizona children on the Navajo Nation 
have access to the best educational opportunities available to them and their families, this bill is 
only a temporary remedy for the children and families who currently participate in the scholarship 
program. The impacted children will be allowed to attend a school that has served them well for 
years for just one more school year - all the time knowing that they will not be able to continue, 
unless a permanent solution is enacted. 

To that end, I look forward to working with the legislature to pass a permanent fix that will provide 
certainty and stability to these children, and for all of the Arizona children living in the Navajo 
Nation as they seek the appropriate educational setting and delivery necessary for their individual 
learning needs. 
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
